$700,000 Embarrassment Faces 


Lima, Churchill Says 


Unless the city gets a fair and 


just reappraisment of property values 
that will be available by 1925 the 
city is going to be put in an embar- 
rassing position in the matter of re- 
tiring $700,000 worth of assessment 
notes, City Auditor C. H. Churchill 
said Wednesday morning.

AN ORDINANCE: 
PROVIDING 


FOR THE ISSUANCE OF BONDS 
OF THE CITY OF LIMA IN THE

WHEREAS, thi.s Commission esti- 


mates that a tax for the bonds herein
